Chapter 73 Secretary/Treasurer 
Harold Braun VE3DWH made the presentation at a 
recent meeting of the BLUEWATER ARC in Goderich, 
Ont. . When queried as to the attributes required to 
attain the 75 years mile post Jim replied, “one must 
start young and live long”. 

In a recent compilation of “Amateur Radio in the 
Early Twenties” Jim described his early activities us-

ing a spark gap transmitter in the Toronto area. Since 
a license was not necessary everyone started out us- 
ing their initials as call signs. When licenses were re- 
quired the Department of Marine and Fisheries is- 
sued Jim with 3IV for a dollar. No exam was required. 
A few years later he acquired 3CR, which eventually 
became VE3CR. 

In time he graduated to a one-kilowatt transformer, 
rotary spark gap and a tube receiver. In those days 
broadcast radio was becoming popular and many 
people regarded the young amateurs as pests. A letter 
to the editor of a Toronto newspaper mentioned sev- 
eral names and call letters including his and described 
them as “unreasonable kids”. His father saw the let- 
ter, became very upset and told him to dismantle the 
transmitter at once. Jim moved on to a CW transmit- 
ter. 

When he was 18 he obtained a commercial ticket 
and operated spark gap on ships until the late twen- 
ties. During WW II he taught Radar at the RCAF School 
in Clinton. After the war he moved to Goderich and 
taught in the local High School for many years. 

He is still active on the air maintaining several 
weekly skeds and drives his car from Clinton to 
Goderich several times a week during good driving 
conditions.

This is a valid and appropriate statement of what 
the OQCWA is all about. It is not unlike a number of 
declarations of purpose and mission statements of 
other groups of Amateurs who have banded together 
in local, state, and national clubs and groups to pro- 
mote the future of amateur radio in all of its various 
modalities. But, like most of these mission statements, 
it lacks the specificity to attract those who are always 
asking, “...but what do you people actually do?” (that 
is, besides meet regularly, enjoy one another’s com- 
pany, shoot the bull and the cow, and look out for 
one another’s health and welfare needs)? What they 
really want to know, specifically, is this: What is the 
Locus of Your Focus? What are you really “doing” 
that is making a difference in preserving and expand- 
ing the future of Amateur Radio? Good questions, 
eh? And most especially, if you are seated at the QCWA 
“table” at one or more of the hamfests around about 
your operating locale, trying to interest the passing 
crowd in joining QCWA (if qualified) and by sharing 
your excitement at being a part of Amateur Radio’s 
most elite, proud, and experienced group. 

To answer those questions, I have tried to exam- 
ine just exactly what it is that makes the QCWA “spe- 
cial” and unique, and what the QCWA “brings to the 
table” in the many forums of amateur radio that are 
out there in Radioland. My conclusion: We know, from 
our 25 and more years of experience, just how “it 
used to be,” before the bands became the roosting 
place for the toilet-mouths, the garbage-language 
dumpers and the prejudiced hate-mongers that are 
constantly seeking a new forum in which to spout off. 
You know who I am talking about. They used to be 
found on those frequencies not normally preserved 
for licensed amateurs. But now they have found their 
way among us. And to many newcomers to Amateur 


The LOCUS of our FOCUS

Radio, their nastiness and thoughtless behavior is the 
“norm” which we should not let go unchallenged. 

Isn’t it time for those of us who have persevered lo 
these 25 and more years to say “No” to these malcon- 
tents? Can we not organize ourselves around our col- 
lective memory of a kinder, more gentle day that need 
not be lost and forever forgotten? Isn’t it time for us to 
focus on reducing and eliminating the vulgar, ob- 
scene and discourteous language so prevalent both 
by night and by day? No, I am not advocating that 
the QCWA become a group of “frequency police.” 
Rather, my appeal is to focus and then build upon the 
locus of our greatest strength as an Association — 
our knowledge of the best standards of oral commu- 
nication possible, without the vulgarisms and obscen- 
ity we now hear so often. 

I think so. I think we can begin by writing en- 
couraging words to FCC Compliance and Information 
Bureau director Riley Hollingsworth, K4ZDH (with a 
copy to FCC Chairman William Kennard) commend- 
ing him for his newly initiated efforts to enforce Part 
97 of the Rules. At the moment, Riley is concentrat- 
ing on the intentional jammers and interference 
scofflaws. But a thousand letters from concerned 
QCWA individuals, along with a hundred or so from 
local chapters, just might help the FCC further widen 
its enforcement efforts to include the toilet-mouths 
who spoil our bands, 20 and 75 in particular. 

But whatever such efforts might stimulate in the 
way of FCC enforcement, the important thing for us 
as QCWA members to remember, is our great heri- 
tage of “gentlemanly and ladylike” speech and de- 
portment from our past experience. That heritage is 
probably — after enthusiasm for amateur radio — the 
best thing we have going for us in attracting new mem- 
bers and revitalizing the Chapters to which we all be- 
long. That heritage is the basis for our claim to be the 
Elite, the Proud and the Many — the QCWA. 

The next time you ask someone to “join up” with 
us, be prepared to tell that potential recruit the Locus 
of the Focus of your Chapter, and why his or her 25 
years of past experience is an asset that needs to be 
utilized and directed toward the improvement of our 
hobby: to do together, with others of like mind, that 
which none can do alone. The QCWA CAN make a 
difference if it initiates conversations among all ama- 
teurs that are directed toward cleaning up the lan- 
guage and improving the speaking habits of all who 
prefer phone over CW (where one is hard put to find 
the vulgar and obscene). The QCWA has a great asset 
in its collective experience of a better day back then, 
and that asset should never be wasted. Now is the 
time to identify it as the Locus of Our Focus! 
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This column presents a summary of recent significant 
actions in the area of domestic and, as appropriate, in- 
ternational Rules and Regulations. 


Introduction to Rules and Regs column 

t seems appropriate at the end of 1998 to give you 

selected abstracts from the leading article in the 

WSYI Report for January 1st, 1999, titled “The 1998 
Amateur Radio Year in Review”. These abstracts have 
already appeared in the February 1999 issue of 
Autocall (published by the Foundation for Amateur 
Radio and distributed primarily in the Washington D.C. 
area) However, there is little duplication in distribu- 
tion between these two media. 


JANUARY 1998 

M@ Two rulemaking proceedings were still await- 
ing action by the FCC. One is WT Docket 96-188 “Au- 
thorization of Visiting Foreign Amateur Operators to 
Operate stations in the United States”, which seeks to 
simplify procedures whereby certain foreign amateurs 
can operate amateur radio stations while on short visits 
to the U.S. The other is WT 97-12, which seeks to 
“Provide Greater Use of Spread Spectrum Communi- 
cation Technologies in the Amateur Radio Services”. 

M The FCC began activating their new Universal 
Licensing System, which consolidates into one many 
different licensing systems (including that for the 
Amateur Service). 

M@ Gate 4 of the Vanity Call Sign System opened 
in December 1997. 

M@ As of January 1st all amateur radio licensees 
were expected to evaluate their stations for potentially 
excessive human exposure to RF, and take corrective 
action if necessary. 

M At WRC-97 in Geneva two amateur radio is- 
sues that were on the tentative agenda for WRC-99 
were postponed until WRC-2001. They are (1) realign- 
ment of allocations around 7 MHz to reduce conflict 
between ham radio and short wave broadcasting allo- 
cations, and (2) consideration of ITU Radio Regula- 
tion S25, especially the Morse code proficiency require- 
ment for operation below 30 MHz. 

FEBRUARY 1998 

M Canadian amateurs were advised that their 
regulatory agency, Industry Canada, was looking into 
the possibility of regulating amateur radio operators 
without the use of radio station licenses. 

M The FCC released a list of initiatives proposed 
for review as part of the Congressionally-mandated 
Biennial Regulatory review. One of the initiatives is 
simplification and streamlining of the Amateur Radio 
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Service. (See related items on restructuring propos- 
als by ARRL in July, and by the FCC in August). 

M The FCC issued an NPRM concerning the pro- 
posed Universal Licensing System which, when fully 
implemented, will reduce the forms required for li- 
censes in various radio services from forty to four. 
(More details are given under the September happen- 
ings in the WSYI summary). The NPRM also proposes 
discontinuing issuance of reciprocal operating permits 
to visiting radio amateur permits and authorizing re- 
ciprocal operation by rule. 

MARCH 1998 

M Ina meeting between FCC and ARRL officials, 
ARRL was told that the Commission was thinking 
about reducing all Morse code examination speeds to 
5S wpm as a way to eliminate the need to grant waivers 
of high speed telegraphy examinations to the handi- 
capped. 

M The FCC’s Office of Managing Director an- 
nounced that the ten-year cost of a Vanity Call Sign 
will soon be reduced from $50 to $12.90. 

APRIL 1998 

M The ARRL filed a Request for Declaratory Rul- 
ing asking that the FCC acknowledge that band plan 
compliance parallels good amateur practice. The FCC 
issued the document as a Petition for Rule Making 
and sought comments. Comments overwhelmingly 
opposed the proposal. 

MAY 1998 

M@ The FCC announced at the Dayton Hamvention 
that the 1998 Biennial Review of regulations would 
include a review of Amateur Service rules, including 
the license structure, number of license classes, and 
the heavy reliance on Morse code proficiency. 

JUNE 1998. 

M The FCC proposed Rules to prevent illegal 
eavesdropping on cellular phone calls, and included 
regulations applying to radio kits and mandatory “pot- 
ting” of radio circuits. 

JULY 1998. 

M@ At their annual conference at Gettysburg, PA 
VEs are told that the FCC is indeed looking at a re- 
duction in the Morse code examination speed as a 
way around the need to grant code waivers. 

M@ Anticipating FCC action on license restructur- 
ing, ARRL proposed a simplified amateur license struc- 
ture in a letter proposal to the FCC. The League rec- 
ommended four licenses classes instead of six, and 
two code exams at 5 and 12 wpm. 

AUGUST 1998 
M FCC released an NPRM which advocated re- 
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ducing the number of license classes from 6 to 4, asked 
for comments on how to improve the Amateur Service 
enforcement process, and solicited possible changes 
to the telegraphy and written examinations. (Clarify- 
ing errata were issued about 3 weeks later). 
SEPTEMBER 1998 

M™ The fee for an Amateur Vanity call sign was 
reduced to $13.00, rounding off the earlier proposal 
of $12.90. 

M@ FCC adopted an Order implementing the Uni- 
versal Licensing System. The FCC affirmed their ear- 
lier proposal to permit certain foreign amateurs to 
operate their equipment in the U-S. by rule, and an- 
other proposal to use call sign administrators to handle 
club and military recreation call signs. 

M Meeting in Venezuela, Region 2 of the IARU 
(International Amateur Radio Union) agreed that there 
should be no reduction in the current minimum in- 
ternational requirements for an Amateur Radio Li- 
cense. IARU suggested that the technical and opera- 
tional qualifications for such a license be an ITU “man- 
datory recommendation’ rather than a regulation, thus 
supporting the proposal by some member Adminis- 
trations to drop the requirement for Morse code profi- 
ciency below 30 MHz. 

OCTOBER 1998 

M@ FCC Chairman Kennard said that there is a 
need to reorganize the FCC again along functional lines. 
(The FCC was last restructured in 1995). Most of the 
reorganization will be delayed until next year. 

MW The FCC transferred the responsibility for Ama- 
teur Service enforcement from the Wireless Telecom- 
munications Bureau to the Compliance and Informa- 
tion Bureau. The impact was almost immediate with 
several violators being cited, fined and dealt with very 
harshly. 

NOVEMBER 1998 

M@ By the end of November nearly 2,000 of the 
comments on the FCC’s restructuring proposals filed 
by amateur radio operators and organizations, had 
been posted to the FCC’s Electronic Comments Filing 
System (ECFS). 

DECEMBER 1998 

M The ARRL filed comments on restructuring 
which differed in some details from their initial letter 
proposal in July. 

M@ The nature of reply comments, due January 
15, is anyone’s guess, given the quantity and diver- 
sity of the comments themselves. And of course, it is 
anyone’s guess as to when the analysis of these com- 
ments will lead to further action. We'll keep you in- 
formed.

Soviets standby to help 


Tony Spatafore WB2FGL submitted the follow- 
ing article. The article appeared in Cryptolog, the 
Naval Cryptologic Veterans Association news bul- 
letin and was originally written by Glen W. 
Pladsen and printed in the World Wireless Bea- 
con. 

I was a Navy CTM2 ordered to the destroyer USS 
WILLIAM M. WOOD, (DD-715), in the summer of 1973. 
It was TAD (Temporary Additional Duty) from my duty 
station of Rota, Spain and I was the only CT on board 
for three months. All of my equipment on the ship 
was in an air-conditioned ‘van’ (an aluminum-skinned 
equipment shelter) tucked away in the old DASH 
hanger. and my job was to maintain the gear in work- 
ing order, doing PM’s and repairs when needed. 

The WOOD was so crowded that some of the crew 
was hot-racking in the berthing spaces. I discovered 
there were bunks welded three-high on the front star- 
board side of the hanger, so I made the hanger my 
home. However. the DASH hanger wasn’t really meant 
to be a living space. The only access I had into the rest 
of the ship was through a watertight door in the front 
bulkhead of the hanger across the open ASROC deck 
arid through another watertight door into the pas- 
sageway leading to the ship’s radio room. During 
storms I rigged a line from the hanger across the open 
deck so I wouldn’t get knocked overboard when I went 
below for chow! 

The equipment I maintained was mostly a lot of 
receivers, so I usually spent my days SWLing. (short- 
wave listening) tuned to the ham bands, or copying 
various RTTY signals. The ship’s Operation’s Officer 
was also a ham and one of the few people on board 
with a security clearance to be in the ‘van’. We got on 
the air a few times in the ham bands using one of the 
ship’s URC-32 HF transceivers. 

The ship spent most of that summer going from 
one Mediterranean port to another, showing the U.S. 
Navy presence. I was having a heck of a good time! 

The USS WOOD was an old destroyer and was 
always having problems of one kind or another. We 
were usually on ‘water-hours’ in the hot summer since 
the fresh-water evaporators could barely keep up with 
the needs of the ship’s boilers, never mind supplying 
daily showers for the crew! 

A time came when we were to participate in a big 
NATO exercise in the Eastern Mediterranean and the 
USS WOOD was designated as a ‘bad guy’. Our mis- 
sion was to shadow the NATO taskforce, hiding and 
pretending to be a ship from an enemy navy. When 


the exercise started, all the other U.S. ships sailed off 
into the sunset and left us behind. 

As luck would have it, at that very moment some- 
thing went wrong down in the engine room and they 
‘salted the boilers’, contaminating the fresh water with 
seawater. We were dead in the water in a major ship- 
ping lane and it was late afternoon. Restoring normal 
power to the ship was now eight or ten hours away. 

This class of destroyers had two emergency gen- 
erators on board, so we should have had electrical 
power for navigation lights and communications. How- 
ever, one generator was down for critical parts (I heard 
it was a bearing), and the other one wouldn’t start! 
There we were, a U.S. Navy destroyer adrift in a ship- 
ping lane with no power, lights, or radios, and no one 
expecting us to be anywhere soon. 

Things started getting a little strange on board. 
With no ventilation in below-deck spaces and no jobs 
to do, everyone came up and started hanging around 
on the weather-decks. The reefers were warming up 
so cases and cases of ice-cream in Dixie-cups were 
being passed up for the crew to eat. It was a race to 
eat them before everything melted! The empties were 
tossed over the side and pretty soon a ten-foot wide 
belt of floating Dixie-cups, paper lids, and little wooden 
spoons surrounded the ship. It was quite a sight. 

Well, there WAS one other vessel in the area that 
day. It was the ever present Soviet ship that shad- 
owed our fleet for real. The Russian destroyer had ini- 
tially sailed off with the task force, but they must have 
been curious about the lone tin-can staying behind 
because they came back to check us out. At about the 
same time, someone using the 20-power Big-Eyes on 
the flying bridge spotted a big, BIG freighter on the 
horizon heading our way, directly at us. 

Our Signalman had some battery-powered flash- 
ing lanterns and started ‘talking’ in Morse to the Rus- 
sians. It was a good thing that we had that language 
in common! The destroyer circled us a few times, saw 
the impending doom and went charging off directly 
toward the freighter, zigzagging back and forth across 
her path until someone on the bridge finally changed 
course to go past us instead of through us! The Rus- 
sian tin-can stayed with us that night until we got our 
boilers back up. 

During the cold-war years a lot of unpleasant 
things happened between our two navies, but I al- 
ways think of that Russian destroyer crew guarding 
us when we were in trouble, regardless of the flags we 
sailed under. 
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RADIALS IN THE DRAIN FIELD

As a “low band” DxXer, I read with interest articles 
in CQ and QST concerning running ground radial wires 
from a 160 meter vertical into septic tank drain fields. 
Other articles have dealt with lightning protection and 
“common point” grounding. I have some experience in 
these areas and offer to share my failures and tri- 
umphs with the deserving. 

After installing my 150-ft tower. (Elevated series 
fed for 160 meters with above ground radials) I wanted 
to build a four square for 80 meters using the single 
tower as support. 

The marriage counselor my wife had been seeing 
suggested that now that the kids are gone and the 
dog has died, my wife, Rose, might be happier if moved 
my Ham equipment into one of the kid’s old bed rooms. 
He also suggested that I try to eliminate some “wires” 
surrounding our house, at least in the front yard. 
Confronted with this and trying to hold my marriage 
together, I agreed to place my above ground counter- 
poise, underground. 

While I was down, (but not out) the counselor and 
Rose made me promise that I would also redo the bath- 
rooms and install new fixtures. (You know how women 
are, they think if you do not have oval sinks and an 
oblong potty they are... just deprived) 

My wife Rose (going for the jugular), then decided 
she wanted to move the bathrooms. Due to several 
factors I opted to install a new septic tank and drain 
field on the same side of the house as my tower. To 
clearly make everybody happy, my new drain field and 
ground radial move would be part of the same project. 
Since the electrical service entrance is found on that 
side, I decided to bond the tower ground to the electri- 
cal service ground. The easiest way to accomplish this 
was to run a copper ground strap in the open ditch, 
through the septic tank and out across the open drain 
field to the base of the tower. I also installed 120 radi- 
als with about 60 of them being partly (or totally) in 
the new drain field. 

I can say with pride that my grounding and radial 
system has been very effective. My DX totals on 160 
mtrs. expanded last winter by more than 20 stations. 
However, about April, I started to have problems. 

I should have known that something was up last 
winter, when the plumber told me I would have to buy 
new “water saving environmentally friendly” toilets. 
He said a federal law, passed in 1994, required ALL 
future toilets be the new “water saving” type that lim- 
its how much water is used for the “flush cycle.” The 
plumber said the EPA had “Potty Police” to make sure 
no one adds or replaces any toilet, with other than an 
approved type. 

Before I invested in one of these “liberal privies”, I 
started asking questions. Seems funny things have 


happened on the way to saving the planet. Clearly, 


most of the time, the new government mandated toi- 
lets needed two to three flushes to completely clean 
the bowl (taking more water than before). Confronted 
with these statistics, the EPA simply said the data 
was “skewed”. They said the data was not taking into 
account, that more than three to one, toilet “activity,” 
involves “number one” easily cleared by one flush. 
Apparently, the EPA made their study at Boys Town. 

(I might suggest they make an “activity” study (us- 
ing the liberal toilet) with the female members of most 
families and then recalculate the total amount of flush 
water required for, “number 1”.) 

The EPA also failed to show the amount of addi- 
tional flushes required for the almost weekly chore of 
unstopping the toilets due to inadequate flushing wa- 
ter. I was ready to start a potty rebellion but Rose was 
persistent. “Maybe the new liberal toilet will not be so 
bad.” 

Rose was happy with new bathrooms but every- 
thing they that told me about the new EPA toilets was 
true. After several times, leaving a pileup on the radio 
to deal with a “pile up” in the bathroom, I was about 
to scream. 

Then, I got a great idea. I would modify the sucker 
and put a Pressure pump on it. The pump would pres- 
surize the flush water and improve the downward 
“thrust of the flush,” therefore making less water more 
efficient. Quick searches of army surplus catalogues 
found a dual reversing pump that would work using 
only one side. I designed the system so that the toilet 
operated normally. Ifit became clogged, we could trig- 
ger the “Booster pump” with a button. Never again 
would I have to leave one pileup for another... Know 
what I mean? 

All went well with the modification but I had to 
install another vent pipe on the roof to the reverse 
side of the pump to get full pressure. Alter several 
successful test runs the project was declared finished. 

Man-oh man there he was .. . the 8Q.. Maldive 
Islands... long path on 40 SSB... he came back toa 4.. 
“QRZ 45 de 8Q7LU.. Up 7.200-210” Dang, missed him, 
crank up the Alpha 89 to full legal. Just then I hear a 
familiar voice with a familiar problem, 

“Jack, the toilet’s stopped up.” 

“Just push the pump button, Rose,” I said as I 
called the 8Q7LU. 

“Kilo 4 India Bravo Papa.” 

KABOOM!!! YEEEEA!!!! ROSE. ROSE. WHAT HAP- 
PENED? I ran to the sound of the explosion and opened 
the bathroom door. Rose was hunkering down next to 
the clothes hamper.

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Propagation 


Conditions have been really interesting over the past few 
months. We have seen period of utterly glorious propagation 
on the high bands, suddenly interrupted by a geomagnetic dis- 
turbance which brings instant quiet to every HF receiver in the 
world. 


From my vantage point on the “Left Coast” of the United 
States, ten meters has produced reliable openings throughout 
much of Africa, with Western Europe also being regularly 
worked. I haven’t worked any SP stations on 10 yet, though, 
and until I get a bunch of SPs in my log, I won’t feel like 10 is 
really “good” like we all remember. 


As we move through the winter months and into spring, 
it’s important to watch the Long Path for activity on 15, 12, and 
10 meters. The many beacon stations on 10 meters can provide 
useful information; among the best are the NCDXF’s world- 
wide beacons on 28200.0 MHz. In any event. watch to the 
Southwest in the evening (in the Northern Hemisphere) for Long 
Path propagation to exotic areas of the world. 


Antenna Patterns for Working DX 


It’s interesting to listen to computer-literate DXers discuss- 
ing antennas. Frequently, the subject will turn to the computer 
modeling of antennas, and the sparks start to fly. These folks 
will spend hour after hour trying to squeeze the last tenth of a 
dB of gain out of the computer, then take the design to the DX 
club meeting for the purpose of starting an argument with other 
club members. Of course, there is a benefit to other DXers: 
while these folks are pounding on a computer, they're not in a 
pile-up, so the rare DX can be easier for the rest of us to work 
as a result! 


Being guilty of crunching numbers myself from time to 
time, though, | shall end my indictment of computer-based an- 
tenna design work there, and turn to a fundamental issue: what 
are we shooting for in our antenna designs? 


VHF operators, especially those working moonbounce and 
other esoteric communication modes, want a clean pattern but 
lots of forward gain, too. This means that the “nose” of the 
antenna (the forward lobe) will be very sharp. While this may 
be excellent for warming the face of the Man in the Moon, it 
isn’t great for calling “CQ DX” on 20 meters. For HF DX and 
contest work, we really would like to illuminate the widest pos- 
sible forward area, then suppress the unwanted directions to 
the best extent possible.

In order to achieve these objectives, we must abandon two- 
dimensional thinking, and start looking at the total sphere of 
our radiated pattern. 


Antenna optimization software (like K6STI’s Yagi 
Optimizer) will frequently allow you to optimize performance 
from a number of viewpoints. You can model the antenna over 
ground, or in “free space” (very useful if you're an astronaut, 
not always as informative if you're using a tower!). You can 
select the range of angles to be suppressed. And you can opti- 
mize performance in the “E-Plane” (horizontal plane) or the 
“H-Plane” (vertical angles). In doing all this, you can tell the 
computer how high your antenna must be (because you may 
have no choice as to the height), or experiment with different 
heights in order to optimize the main lobe(s) from your an- 
tenna at particular takeoff angles of interest. 


The H-Plane pattern is particularly important, as the an- 
tenna system should not be too “pointy” in the elevation plane. 
As propagation changes during the day, a path to Europe might 
change from, say, very-low-angle double-hop to a higher-angle 
triple- or quadruple-hop path. When this happens, the opera- 
tors with beams at 35 feet will often be as loud (or louder!) as 
those with beams at 200 feet! 


For DX work, it has been shown by many studies that solid 
coverage of the range of 3 to 15 degrees is needed for 14 MHz 
and higher, and higher angles are needed on 1.8 through 10 
MHz. So when using that software, you need to spend some 
time looking at the height above ground of the antenna, to en- 
sure (1) that the desired range of vertical angles is being cov- 
ered, and (2) when an “optimum” height is found, that other 
aspects of the beam’s pattern are not degraded. In the latter 
case, the front-to-rear ratio often needs some “tweaking” to 
ensure best suppression of back lobes. 


One way to broaden the vertical angle is to stack two (or 
more) beams, one over the other, and phase them appropriately. 
For approximately the same boom lengths, | would much rather 
have two stacked 4-element Yagis than a single 7-element Yagi. 
The peak gain of the stack is going to be slightly greater than 
that of the single beam, the azimuth coverage is greater (mean- 
ing more “spray” of my signal), and more flexibility is pro- 
vided for coverage of a wide range of vertical angles (high- 
angle radiation can be achieved by driving the two beams 180° 
out of phase, instead of in-phase). The stack will have less fad- 
ing, and will be more consistent throughout a day of operating, 
as the arrival angle of incoming signals changes. 


Let me close this discussion by providing an example from 
personal experience. In 1993, I traveled to Puerto Rico to oper- 
ate NP4A in the ARRL CW November Sweepstakes (Low- 
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Power Category). I determined that I did not want to get tired 
building Yagis in the hot Caribbean sun, so I took down some 
wires for 40 and 80, plus an omni-directional AEA Isoloop™ 
for 20 through 10. My chief competition was a very fine op- 
erator, N6OP, operating with long-boom monobanders from the 
Virgin Islands. In planning for the contest, I reasoned that 
N6OP/KP2 would be about 12 dB louder than I was in the fa- 
vored direction of his Yagis. But I also knew that the front-to- 
side ratio of his beams meant that, when he aimed his beams at 
W3, I would actually be /ouder on the West Coast than he would 
be. 


Moreover, in W3 he might be $9+30 dB, meaning I would 
be “only” S9+18 dB. . .loud enough! On the West Coast, I might 
be S9, but he might be only S4. . .maybe not loud enough. As it 
turned out, we fought to a draw in the Eastern USA, I took the 
Western USA, and ended up beating him by about 100 QSOs! 
With some wire and a round strip of metal about three feet in 
diameter! 


So take some care when designing your next antenna sys- 
tem. . .you’ll be better served if you look at the total pattern, 
not just the “free space” forward gain! 


Unusual DX Propagation Paths 


Have you ever sat down and made a list of the peculiar 
propagation paths which help you work exotic DX. It can be a 
very helpful experience, and I thought I’d take a moment to 
share my favorite odd paths with you. These are based on expe- 
rience from the West Coast of North America.

What are your favorite “neat” paths? 
More “Ultimate DX” 


On October 2nd, I was fortunate enough to make a 2-meter 
CW EME (moonbounce) contact with W5UN, using a com- 
pletely “barefoot” FT-847 transceiver and a single tripod- 
mounted 10-element KSGW Yagi (17-foot boom). No external 
power amp nor receive preamp was used. . just the rig con- 
nected to about 75 feet of LMR-400 coax. Power delivered to 
the antenna was only about 38 Watts! So if you have 150 Watts 
and a pair of 2-meter beams, why don’t you try EME some- 
time? 


TVI? What TVI? 


If you’re having trouble with TVI, but your signal is clean 
while using a dummy load, don’t overlook the possibility that 
you have current flowing on the shield of your coaxial cable! 


Common-mode current like this can often be cured by mak- 
ing a 6 to 10 turn coil of coax, about 6” in diameter, and insert- 
ing it in the coaxial line near the antenna. Maybe try another 
one by your rig. These coils act as RF chokes, shutting down 
the current flow which is being radiated throughout your neigh- 
borhood. 


Another trick is to ground the shields of your coaxial cables 
right where they enter your house. You can build a plate and 
mount it to a ground rod right outside your house, then drill 
holes to allow bulkhead double-female coaxial connectors to 
be mounted to the plate. This grounding will often “cleanse” 
the shield of the coax of unwanted currents, reducing or elimi- 
nating certain troublesome TVI situations. This is especially 
effective on the higher bands, including 6 meters.

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Jim Rives W5JC 
75-Year Service Award 


One of the most notable awards to receive is the 
QCWA 75-year Service award. The San Antonio Chapter 
38 awarded Jim Rives WSJC the award in 1998. Jim 
said that among his proudest achievements was win- 
ning the Operating Award Plaque in 1979 as the top scorer 
in the CW QSO Party. 

As a young school boy in 1919, Jim Rives became 
fascinated with the wonders of wireless radio and the 
challenges of the beginning of radio broadcasting. He 
learned the code and was on the air with spark. He used 
Ford Model T ignition coils as power and a UV200 tube 
regenerative detector for a receiver. His amateur radio 
license, 5JC was issued in 1923 by the U.S. Department 
of Commerce and signed by Herbert Hoover who later 
became President of the United States. It is interesting 
to note that President Hoover’s son was a ham. 

Jim’s QCWA activities over the years included ser- 
vice as president of San Antonio Chapter 38 and partici- 
pation in the yearly QSO parties. WSJC enjoys working 
DX and is on the ARRL DXCC Honor Roll. He is credited 
with confirmed QSOs with 364 countries. 

In addition to amateur radio, W5JC obtained com- 
mercial radio telephone and radiotelegraph licenses in 
1930 that began his long professional career. He partici- 
pated in the creation and operation of the police radio 
system for San Antonio, Texas. Jim was an engineer for 
broadcasting stations and worked for the U.S. Civil Ser- 
vice for 31 years as an electronic engineer with various 
agencies including the FCC, the Air Force Training Com- 
mand, Air Force Security Service and the Air Force Ground 
Electronic Engineering Installation Agency.

“Oh Daddy, I love it! 
And so will the kids!” This 
was the response I got 
from my daughter as I gave 
her my gift. 'd given this _ 
offering a lot of thought: I 
wanted to give Janet and the 
grandkids something spe- 
cial, something I’d made 
with my own hands, 
something unique, 
something that would 
work long after this ol’ geezer was nailed in a box - 
and apparently I succeeded. And this is what I ended 
up doing: I made a crystal radio using as many vin- 
tage parts as I could scrounge up, and I put it ina 
solid oak cabinet that one of my sons built especially 
for the radio. The panel was made from copper-clad 
pe board, and it looks just like the copper panels from 
the days of yore. And the circuit for this crystal radio 
was no simple slider job, but rather one designed by 
Elmer Osterhoudt (6NW) back in the early Thirties. 
Bob Richardson, W6WH\M, shared the circuit with me. 
I called the product of this effort the Memorial Crystal 
Radio. I even wrote a small book describing the his- 
tory of the crystal radio, its theory of operation, and 
how to tune it. The book included line art drawings, 
an attractive cover, and plastic spiral binding. 

The grandkids and I put up an antenna and es- 
tablished a good ground. The whole family gathered 
around the little crystal radio as I connected the an- 
tenna and ground,

There is something magical about the crystal ra- 
dio - something almost spiritual. My grandkids were 
fascinated by the attributes of the crystal radio that 
are unmatched by space age technology: no power 
required whatsoever beyond the few microvolts induced 
into the antenna by the broadcast signal; you never 
have to turn it off; and when Y2k dawns, and the 
computer-based technological infrastructure staggers 
to cope with a few bits of latent data that are no longer 
valid, the simple crystal radio will be unfazed - and if 
there are any stations on the air, the little Memorial 
Crystal Radio will bring ‘em in. 

The experiences related above were so wonderful 
that I decided that I’d share them with QCWA mem- 
bers, and pass along the circuit details of Elmer 
Osterhoudt’s crystal radio. Elmer called this circuit 
The World’s Most Selective and Loud Crystal Set -and, 
by golly, no hyper- 
bole here - it lives up 
to its name! 

For those of you 


not desiring to fabri- 
cate a family heir- 
loom, the circuit can 
be assembled on the 
traditional bread- 
board and the taps 
selected using 
minigator clips.

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A brief description of the circuit 

This is not an oatmeal box crystal set that receives 
AM stations all at once with zero selectivity. It incor- 
porates two tuned circuits: one to resonate the an- 
tenna system and one for the detector. Each coil is 
tapped, and the taps are switch-selected to determine 
optimum inductance for tuning both the antenna and 
detector circuits. Taps also allow the headphones to 
be roughly matched to the detector-tuned circuit to 
produce optimum volume and selectivity. 
Construction 

So far as construction is concerned, one of the 
endearing characteristics of a crystal radio is its rela- 
tionship between appearance and performance: there 
is no positive correlation, and 
the uglier versions work just 
as well as the tidy ones. How- 
ever, ease of operation and pro- 
tecting the components favor 
neatness. The final choice is 
yours: form-follows-function, 
or family heirloom. 
About winding coils 

Before winding the coils, 
first read this whole section. 
Coil winding is a unique expe- 
rience and it can be quite frus- 
trating; it requires fairly good 
vision and a steady hand. Al- 
low yourself about 15 minutes 
to wind each coil. Find a time 
when you will not be inter- 
rupted, and once you begin 
winding, consider yourself 
committed to finishing the 
task. Begin by marking the 
paper towel tube as depicted 
in Figure 2. Then make the 
mounting holes on the bottom 
of the tube (a single hole paper 
punch works great for this). 
Now make the small holes on 
the top of the tube; these will 
be used to secure the ends of 
the coil. When winding the wire 
around the tube, try not to

close together. Since the card- 
board tube is quite thin, be 
careful not squash it while 
handling (however, keep the 
windings tight on the tube). 
Dealing with the taps: Taps 
are formed by making a hair- 
pin loop (about 3/4 inch tall) 
then twisting it together a few 
times. Refer to Figure 2. After 
a tap is formed, continue wind- 
ing until reaching the next tap.

enamel coating from the circular opening at the top of 
each twisted tap must be removed. This is necessary 
to expose the bare copper and allow you to solder to 
them. The enamel can be removed using pocket knife 
or fine grit sandpaper. However, a more elegant method 
is to use paint remover such as JASCO(r) Speedomatic 
Paint RemoverTM or equivalent. It’s faster, more thor- 
ough, and easier on the wire. It can be applied by 
dipping the tap into a shallow container of remover, 

or by using a small artist’s brush to apply it. The dis- 
solved enamel is removed with a paper towel. Read 
and follow the warning instructions on the paint re- 
mover container. In addition, be careful not to allow 
the paint remover to contact any other part of the coil.

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If you elect to scrape, go easy so that you do not cut 
through the wire - just remove the enamel coating. 
The enamel also must be removed from the bitter ends 
of the coils so they can be soldered during assembly. 
Figure 3 identifies the numbering sequence of the taps. 
About antennas 

An end-fed wire as long and high as you can man- 
age works best. If you intend to use your hf dipole, 
and it’s coax-fed and incorporates a balun, your will 
have to remove the 
balun, and tie the braid 
and center conductor 
together. 

In strong signal ar- 
eas, antennas as short 
as 25 feet will produce 
surprising performance. 
The short antenna input 
is included for situations 
where an antenna 25 
feet or shorter is all you 
can put up. This con- 
figuration is a tradeoff: 
while the radio will be 
more sensitive to the 
weak signals, it does so 
at the expense of selec- 
tivity. If you live in a poor 
AM BC reception area, 
a good antenna is essential. 

About headphones 

This crystal radio works best with good, old-fash- 
ioned, high impedance (2,000 Ohms or greater) mag- 
netic-type headphones. If you can locate a pair of vin- 
tage headphones such a Trimm or Cannon, rejoice, 
because it just can’t get any better. Antique Electron- 
ics sells new 2,000 Ohm, magnetic-type headphones 
that should work fine. 

I tried using low impedance (8 Ohm, speaker-type) 
headphones with a matching transformer. While this 
worked, it worked poorly. I also tried some of the crys- 
tal-type phones (the type that plug into your ear). While 
these worked after a fashion, they overloaded and dis- 
torted on strong stations. 

Tuning procedure (Regular Antenna) 

Connect the antenna and ground, then plug-in 
the headphones and put them on. Set S3 to tap 3. 

1) Set both of the coil tap switches to their high- 
est numbered tap. 

2) Turn both variable capacitors until their plates 
are fully unmeshed. 

3) Slowly begin to mesh the plates of both ca- 
pacitors at the same time and the same amount until 
you hear a station, then leave both capacitors where 
they are set, and go on to step 4. 

4) Using the detector capacitor tune the station 
for maximum volume. Then adjust the antenna ca- 
pacitor for maximum volume. You may have to jockey

back and forth between the two capacitors because 
there may be some interaction between them. 

5) Note and record the position of the capacitors. 

6) From the position where the first station was 
found, repeat steps (3) through (5) until either of the 
capacitors reaches its fully closed position - then go to 
step (7). 

7) Set both of the coil tap switches to a tap one 
step lower, and repeat steps (2) through (7). 

Steps (2) through (5) 
describe the general tun- 
ing procedure. However, 
you will have to experi- 
ment using various taps 
on the coils. This is be- 
cause no two antenna 
systems are quite the 
same (so the taps on the 
antenna coil will require 
adjustment), and the 
tuning range of the detec- 
tor coil and capacitor do 
not cover the entire 
broadcast band at any 
one tap setting. For ex- 
ample: stations on the 
lower frequencies will 
generally require S1 and 
S2 to be connected to 
their higher numbered taps, and higher frequencies 
will require lower numbered taps. You also will ob- 
serve that the same station can be tuned on more 
than one tap on either the antenna or detector coils. 
Record the settings of the taps and capacitors that 
produce the best performance for a particular station. 
This whole process is skill-intensive: it just takes a 
little practice - but it’s fun! 

The purpose of S3 is to provide the best tradeoff 
between volume and selectivity, and generally, only 
taps 1 through 4 are selected by S3. The lower num- 
bered taps provide the best selectivity and the higher 
ones the best volume. However, the louder settings 
may decrease the selectivity to the point you will not 
be able to fully separate stations. 

Tuning procedure (Short Antenna) 

1) Set S2 and S3 to their highest taps, connect 
the antenna to the Short Antenna input, and connect 
a good ground. 2) Set C2 to its minimum capac- 
ity, and slowly begin to mesh the plates until you hear 
a station, then log the position of S2 and C2. Con- 
tinue to mesh the plates and log stations as they are 
tuned. Repeat this procedure for each setting of S2. 

This crystal radio is a little tricky to tune, but once 
you master the tuning process (and log the settings of 
the controls) it will be a joy to tune. And it provides 
wonderful listening. In my own case, I put on the head- 
phones, turn the dials, sit back, and shed 60 years.

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THE SIGNAL CORPS AS MARK TWAIN SAW If 


OVER A CENTURY AGO... 
Written in the “Territorial Enterprise”, February 1866 


E SIGNAL CORPS Saw something the other 
night that surprised me more than my late in 


vestigations of spiritualism. It was some ex- 
amples of the methods the United States Signal Corps 
use to telegraph information from point to point on 
the battle-fields of the rebellion. The Signal Corps 
“mediums” were Colonel 
Wicker, of the Russian Tele- 
graph Expedition, and Mr. 
Jerome, Secretary of Mr. 
Conway of the same, both of 
whom were distinguished of- 
ficers of Signal Corps through- 
out the war. Besides these two 
gentlemen there are only two |, 
other members of the corps on 
the coast. 


In the late war a signal 
party was always stationed on 
the highest available point on 
the battlefield, and by waving 
flags they could telegraph any 
desired messages, word for 
word, to other signal stations | | 
ten miles off. At night, when |/ 4 
torches were used, these mes- |’ 4 
sages have been read forty |_ 
miles away, with a powerful | > 
glass. The flag, or torch, is 
waved right, left, up and 
down, and each movement 
represents a letter of the al- 
phabet, I suppose, inasmuch 
as any villainous combination 
of letters and syllables you can 
get up can be readily tele- 
graphed in this way with a 
good deal of expedition. These 
gentlemen I speak of sent mes- 
sages the other night with walking-sticks, with their 
hands, their fingers, their eyes and even their mous- 
taches! It is a little too deep for me. 

One sat on one side of a large room, and the other 
at the opposite side. I wrote a long sentence and gave 
it to Jerome - he made a few rapid passes with his 
right arm like a crazy orchestra leader, and Colonel 
Wicker called off the sentence word for word. I confess 
that I suspected there was collusion there. So I whis- 
pered my next telegram to Jerome - the passes were 
made as before, and Colonel Wicker read them with- 
out a balk. I selected from a book a sentence that was 
full of uncommon and unpronounceable foreign words, 
pointed it out to Colonel Wicker, and he telegraphed it 
across to Jerome without a blunder.

The accomplished Colonel

There must be a horrible 
imposition about this thing 
somewhere, but I cannot get at 
fi| it. They say that when they are 
in lecture rooms and parlors
